'Phe governor believes that 
Aluska should and ean pay revenue in- 
to the United States treasury, Under 
i high lieense law he estimatesthat the 
liquor tralfie wouid yield an annual. re- 
veuue of not less than. $200,000. dollars: 
i tax of à few eents per euse on. salmon 
would produee from 335,000. to. 850,000; 
ten eents a ton. on. wharfa;re, collected 
during the past year would have. yield- 
ed $100,000. 

He recommends, however, that any 
system of taxation for the terrritory be 
deferred until land lawsshall have been 
provided. Manyseetions of. Alaska, it 
is shown, aresuitable for agricultural 
purposes, With proper eure, eattle 
vean be raised in. tlie. middle 
It eaunot be doubted that in the eourse 
of time the herds of reindeer will cover 


the plains of. Northern Alaska, and a| 


few thousands of dollars spent now in 
helping the Esquimaux to obtain herds 
will save the expenditure of many 
thousands in the future. 

'The fur seals, he says, are doomed to 
extinetion unless all pelazie sealing ean 
be stopped. "The brandingof female 
seals has proved a suceess,— ''he brands 
render the pelts useless and. show that 
the United States has property right to 
the animal. 'lhe raising of blue foxes 
is becominyr an important industry. 

'The hunting of the sea otter has been 
so unremitting that very few are now 
left. The governor recommends that 
the killing of them be prohibited for a 
long time. 

Representation in Congress for the 
citizens of Alaska is strongly urged. 

Attention is called to. the faet that 
the rapid inerease of the number of ves- 
sels plying Alaskan waters necessitates 
the ereetion of many lighthouses.  Oth- 
er recommendations inelude a. lengthy 
mail service between Sitkaand Unalas- 
ka: eable eonneetions between the Unit- 
ed States and. Alaska; enlargement of 
administrative authority and extension 
of the land laws to at Jeast. the. settled 
portions.
